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Picture Stories by Radlov was first published 
in 1960, by Raduga Publishers of Moscow. 
This book appeared in almost all Indian 
languages and could be bought on the 
pavement for just a few rupees. 
Unfortunately, after the disintegration of 
Russia this book has been out of print for 
over a decade.
